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VENEZUELA ASKS 
FOR TRUJILLO 
INQUIRY BY OAS 


Into Charges That 


Violated Rights.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—Vene- 
zuela asked the Organization of 
American States yesterday to 
look into chargés that mass ar- 
rests by the Dominican Republic 
had violated human rights. 

The request was made to Coun- 
cil Chairman Vicente Sanchez 
Gavito of Mexico. He is expect- 
ed to call the special meeting 
over the weekend or on Monday 
or Tuesday. 

The Venezuelan ambassador, 
Dr. Marcos Falcon-Briceno, told 
reporters his government re- 
garded the mass arrests report- 
ed in the Dominican Republic as 
a violation of the charter of the 
OAS. 

He said the arrests and the 
reported persecution of promi- 
nent Dominican citizens repre- 
sented ‘‘repeated flagrant viola- 
tions by the Dominican regime 
of the most cherished principles 
of the inter-American system— 
human rights, freedom and de- 
mocracy.”’ 

Information reaching here in 
diplomatic dispatches from Latin 
America has placed the number 
of persons arrested in the Do- 
minican Republic between 850 
and 1500. 

According to these Latin Amer- 
ican sources, those arrested— 
most of them of prominent busi- 
ness and professional families— 
have been placed in a concentra- 
tion camp not far from Ciudad 
Trujillo. Many of the arrested 
have been subjected to brutality, 
it was reported. 

Venezuela is expected to ac- 
cuse the Trujillo regime of agi-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (UPI) 
The Justice Department's long 
court battle against the United 
States Communist party was set 
back a notch today by Supreme 
Court postponement of important 


constitutional decisions until next 
term. 


In a surprise ruling, the court 
late yesterday lumped together 
three key Communist cases and 
set them for argument next Oct. 
10. 


Justice Tom C. Clark, attorney — 
general under President Truman, 
emphatically disagreed with-the 
action. He said two of the cases 
had been in the courts for years 
and all three should be decided 
without further delay. 

The ruling came as a surprise 
because the high court recsbbad 
at its last session Jan. 25 until 
Feb. 23. Apparently the nine 
justices met at a special confer. 
ence to consider the matter. 


One of the cases, now more 
than nine years old, would deter- 
mine whether the Communist 
party had to register with the 
attorney general under the 1950 
Internal Security Act. The party

Our Deplorable Defense 


Despite the reassurances of the 
man “who knows more about 
defense than any other in this 
country” I feel that the state of 
American defenses, or rather the 
lack of them, is deplorable. 

It has been an Administration 
policy to formulate defense strategy 
through the stifling control of the 
Bureau of the Budget. This type 
of unthinking control by men utterly 
untrained .in military science is 
comparable to a hospital auditor 
prescribing what type of operation 
or medicines a doctor must use. 

The President shrugs off the sin- 
cere and considered advice of mili- 
tary professionals with the sneering 
remark that there are too many 
generals with too many ideas. Yet, 
are he and his apologists being sin- 
cere when they lull the nation with 
the statement that there is no gap 
between the armed potentialities of 
thé United States and those of the 
Soviet Union? 

They inform us that the power 
of the Strategic Air Command 
equalizes the gap in the missile 
arsenals of the two nations. Let us 
quit kidding ourselves! The present 
advanced state of anti-aircraft de- 
fenses makes the manned bomber 
as obsolete as the horse cavalry. 

With the insatiable monetary de- 
mands of the ‘“‘obsolete’”’ Air Force, 
the Army and the Navy have been 
hobbled in attempts to achieve their 
assigned purposes. The Air Force 
has assigned such a low priority 
to its Troop Carrier Command on 
which the Army is dependent for 
the airlift of its Strategic Army 
ae that there are not enough 
aircraft available to move even one 
airborne division at one time in the 
event of a “‘brushfire” war.

There is a definite and far from pleasifig 
picture beginning to emerge from the con- 
gressional defense hearings. Secretary of 
Defense Gates and the Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Gen. Nathan Twining, hew to 
the Administration line that all is well—ex- 
cept the adverse criticism. Much of the criti- 
cism has come from subordinates such 4s 
Gen. Thornas Power, chief of the Strategic 
Air Command. | 


Some of the Senators.listening to the testi- 
mony doubtless have almost as much factual 
data as the witnesses. They are seeking to 
learn how these men interpret the facts, the 
intelligence data and the deductions that can 
be made from them. If Allen Dulles, head of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, Gen. Twin- 
ing, Gen. Power or any of several other top 
men failed in their assigned mission the fail- 
ure could be responsible for something worse 
than a Pearl Harbor. It is up to Gen. Power, 
in particular, to compensate with SAC for 
the missile gap of which there has been so 
much warning in the last two or three years.

This highest policy advisory group in the 
Government apparently has failed so badly 
in its mission of integrating strategic policies

‘The Ozark would run through the city’s 
Workhouse property.

China ‘Yields’ to Burma 

In signing a treaty of friendship and non- 
aggression with Burma, Communist China in 
effect accepted the McMahon line as the bor- 
der between the two countries. The continu- 
ation of the same line also has been long re- 
garded as the boundary between India and 
territory claimed by China, but Peiping is not 
respecting it in the current border dispute 
with New Delhi. 

So the question arises as to why the line 
is acceptable to the Communists in the case 
of Burma, but not where India is concerned. 
The answer seems to be that China was will- 
ing to make a concession of sorts, after pro- 
voking: the dispute with Burma, in order to 
win a greater objective. '

A great deal of 
my time was spent in “bull séssions” 
trying to correct misconceptions about 
what really exists in America. Such 
an effort with a chemist or geologist 
usually was greeted by a sincere effort 
to comprehend the American point of 
view. A discussion with an economist 
or philosopher, on the other hand, too 
frequently degenerated into a mere 
exchange of opinions. 

To be a good physicist, one must 
have a skeptical, inquiring mind, On 
the other hand, it is precisely this sort 
of trait, if exercised, which makes one 
unfit for work in the Party apparatus, 
or for teaching political economy. 

The special encouragement given by 
the ‘state to scientific and technical 
education, plus the proclivity of the 
brightest students to enter these fields, 
is producing an inventory of scien- 
tifically-trained manpower unequalled 
in the world. As a case in point, it is 
instructive to note that at the begin- 
ning of 1957, the Soviet Union boasted 
20 per cent more engineers of com- 
parable quality than the United States 
possessed.
